But she did scream at her and carry on while I tried 
to remind her all dogs were to be on leash until further into the park. She yelled that her dog was only trying to smell the other and the 
upset woman had no business owning a dog. I thought she should have respected the other woman's fears, at least been nice about it, or 
she shouldn't have a dog. 


I've been bitten in Runyon Canyon years ago while walking & minding my own business. Still have a big scar. Some people have more 
dog than they can handle.
